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County To Repair Cole’s Bridge 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, March 14, at the 
Courthouse in Elba, and voted 
unanimously to spend approxi- 
mately $24,000 to repair Cole's 
Bridge. The bridge, located 
near the New Hope Community, 
has been closed for several 
months, 

Mr. Rufus Bradley, perhaps 
the court’s most agreeable visi- 
tor, was first to address the 
court and told the commis- 
sioners' that he was having. 
trouble securing right-of-way 
on a road he wants paved. Brad- 
ley told the court he didn’t come 
to complain, just to ask for 


help. ; 
Commissioner Bennie Beck- 
ham, said, ‘“‘I can’t under- 


stand someone not wanting a 
road paved,’’ and told Bradley 
to keep trying to secure the 
necessary right-of-way. 

Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley told the commission that 
the money for the boat land- 
ing in Kinston is available, and 
all it would take to get it 
would be a letter from the 
city requesting the funds. 

Holley added that he had been 
informed that L.E.P.A. would 
provide the funds to purchase 
a picture taking machine (used 
in the new drivers’ licenses) 
for the Courthouse in Elba. 
The machine will be in opera- 
tion in 60-90 days, 

Mr. H. G. Reynolds was 
appointed to serve a six-year 
term on the Goodman Water 
Authority, 

Mr. C. L. Stevens and Mr 
Huey Lunsford were next to 
address thé court, and the two 
neighbors apparently wanted 
board to hear them argue. Mr 
ens told the commission not 
to close a road he uses just 
because Mr. Lunsford wants it 
closed. Stevens said ‘‘It is a 
public road, not justa back road 
used by me."’ 

Lunsford replied, ‘‘I’m not 
complaining about the road, | 
just think it should either be 
cleaned-up or closed."’ 

County Attorney Braxton 
Rowe told the twogentlemen the 
issue was ‘‘not a matter for 
the court,’’ and suggested they 
work it out between themselves. 

Judge James L. Sawyer 
told the gentlemen that the court 
has no intention of closing the 
road, and the two residents left, 
apparently satisfied. 

A request from Tom Casaday 
for gas and maintenance on his 
vehicle was read, but Commis- 
sion Clerk Burnease Winston 
informed the board that legally 
the county couldn’t provide gas 
or maintenance. All commis- 
sioners voiced wishes to help 
Mr. Casaday, but echoed the 
feelings that they couldn’t do 
something unlawful. 

The Senior Aide Program 
was discussed and the commis- 
sion decided to ask each agency 
using an aide to pay their 
share Of the salary. 

“We only ask for 5% of the 
salary,’’ said Commissioner 
Beckham, ‘‘and | think they 
should either pay-up or lose 
their aide."’ 

The commission voted to

for surplus equipment 


pay its debts concerning the 
Senior Aide Program, but also 
decided to ask the agencies for 
their share of the expenses. 

Mr. Bill Ray, from the Farm- 
Home Administration, met with 
the commission and requested 
a C.E.T.A. slot so his of- 
fice could hirea secretary. Ray 
informed the board his office 
has been split, necessitating the 
need for a secretary. 

The commission told Ray 
it would consider his request 
with the others received, and 
would inform him of their de- 
cision. 

Roger Davis, representing 
the Fish and Game Commission, 


» requested the commission pur- 


chase a two-way radio for the 
department so they can talk with 
county and city police. Davis 
Said the radio was needed ‘‘to 
better serve the people’. The 
commission voted unanimously 
to purchase the radio at a cost 
of $502. 

Before Mr. Rowe left, Mrs. 
Winston asked him about the 
legality of paying a county em- 
ployee for work done for the 
county after working hours. The 
question arose following a bill 
received for services done at 
the jail. Rowe expressed his 
opinion that the payment would 
be legal, however, the com- 
missioners failed to approve 
paying the bill. 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
informed the board he was 
working on a plan to put High- 
way Department employees on 
hourly pay. Mullins presented 
two examples of the effective- 
hess of the change to the com- 
missioners, and told them ‘‘I 
feel this method will work better 
and will not cut anyone’s salary."’ 
Mullins proposed a minimum 
weekly working time of 25 
hours. Mr. Mullins requested 
the commission think about the 
change and let him know at the 
next meeting. 

Mullins also asked the com- 
mission to clarify its policies 
on various items, and then 
recommended it adopt a policy 
that if the county provide pipe 
to an individual or: business, 
the recepient must furnish dirt 
to cover the pipe. 

Following a discussion con- 
cerning Cole's Bridge, the com- 
mission voted to fix the bridge 
at an estimated cost of $22,000- 
24,000. Work will be done by 
an outside crew under the 
Supervision of county en- 
gineers. 

Engineer Mullins also re- 
quested a new car for his use, 
and three dump trucks for the 
Highway Department. The 
Commission agreed to send out 
invitations for bids on the re- 
quested vehicles. 

Before leaving the meeting, 
Mr. Mullins informed the board 
that work on the Week's Bridge 
Road would begin in two or 
three weeks. The contracts 
will be let for construction of 
Pond Creek Road in April. 

In a related matter the com- 
mission voted to authorize the 
engineer (Mullins) and Civil 
Defense Director (Moose Hope) 
to make purchases upto $10,000 
‘when 
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needed. The checks may be 
signed by Judge Sawyer. 

Mr. Fred Donaldson, Jr. 
addressed the commission con- 
cerning the recent tax appraisal 
program. Mr. Donaldson, 
Speaking in behalf of his father, 
Mr. Fred Donaldson (Tax As- 
sesor), told the members that 
the county needed extra help for 
at least 48 more days so the 
appraisal can be completed. 
The commission agreed to ask 
the appraisers to keep the ex- 


tra help in the county until the 


program is finished. 

Mr. Ron Smith met with 
the board upon their request, 
and listened to the com- 
missioners ideas on how tosave 
the county money in the Food 
Stamp Program. “Mr. Smith, 
from the Pensions and Security, 
assured the commission he 
would -work with them and lis- 
ten to all suggestions. Smith 
reported he would get back 
with the commission when he 
had gathered sufficient infor- 
mation, 

A delegation from Kinston, 
led by Mayor Steve Hunko, told 
the commission of serious 
drainage problems intheircity, 
and asked for help. Hunko 
told the board that work was 
needed on ditches and drainage 
pipes to alleviate the problems 

The commissioners promised 
to help the city anyway pos- 
sible. 

Before leaving, Hunko re- 
quested the county send them 
two C.E.T.A. employees to be 
used as a (1) policeman and a 
(2) radio dispatcher. Sawyer 
told Hunko his request would 
be considered. 

The commission’s final or- 
der of business was to pay bills.

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County Jail Hit By 
State Inspection 


The Coffee County Jail was 
inspected by the State Board 
of Corrections on Monday, 
March 7, and while it didn’t 
exactly pass with flying col- 
ors, it did pass with only a 
minimal amount of required 
improvements. 

The inspection took nearly 
4-1/2 hours, and was con- 
ducted by State Inspector John 
R. Copeland. 

A summary of the results 
of the inspection read: The 
jail is in fair shape for its 
age. Observation windows and 
screens are poor. Two locks 
have been fabricated to work. 
Stairwell is narrow and small. 
Visitors are not being super- 
vised. Paid employees are 
not supervising the serving of 
meals. Kitchen is too small.

The Pastor's Corners 


THE PANTING HEART 


The Psaimist, in a beautiful 
and stiring reference to the 
agile deer, wrote, ‘‘As the hart 
panteth after the waterbrooks, 
so panteth my heart after thee, 
O Lord.’’ One can well imagine 


that the writer had witness 
the progress of a hunt, an 


that he had sensed the fatigue 
and thirst of the lonely deer 
with ‘the dogs and hunters in 
hot pursuit. O for a moment 
to pause beside the quiet stream 
and relax. Sir Walter Scott 
in his long poem, THE LADY 
OF THE LAKE, describes such 
a hunting scene, and the reader 
senses the desperate and press- 
ing need of the deer to pause 
at the waterbrook. The Psalmist 
well recognized that in his own 
life there was an overpowering 
and all important need to find 
refreshment and vigor at the 
waterbrooks of God. His heart 
had learned to pant for God 
and the things of God. 

Few of us have much time 
to spend at the waterbrooks, 
but deep inside we deeply feel 
the need for such refreshing. 
As a result of our reluctance 
to pause and drink at the foun- 
tains of God, we sometimes 


find ourselves running almost 
completely dry spiritually. Like 
a dead battery in our car, we 
must be recharged if we are 
ever to supply the necessary 
current of life. How sad for 
our lives to remain forever 
stalled when there is such an 
abundant source of energy at 
the waterbrooks of God. 
Perhaps the initial and de- 
cisive point of demarkation in 
this process of recharging the 
batteries of our lives, is the 
recognition of need. Few people 
will ever come to the over- 
whelming joy of the presence 
and power of God until there 
dawns the awareness of such 
a need. Once the human heart 
perceives its deep and abiding 
need of God, then the process 
of seeking and finding can and 
will be accelerated. The panting 
heart will soon discover that 
there is a source of help, and 
that such help is found in God.

TWENTY-SIX MILES IN 
FIVE HOURS 


The snow started falling 
soon after church began; and 
by the time we weredismissed, 
the ground was covered. The 
large flakes were beautiful but 
when several inches of them 
are piled on the ground, they 
lose some of their appeal! 

One way from the church 
was blocked when a car ran in 
a ditch, leaving only one way 
out - straight up a hill. The 
road was slick and steep. Most 
cars were unable to make it 
and a couple of four-wheel 
vehicles were pressed into ser- 
vice. Within an hour we were 
out to the main road. 

Snow and ice packed on the 
highway made travel slow and 
difficult. Home was 26 miles 
away across two major moun-- 
tains and several small hills. 
Travei is no problem on dry 
roads and the trip takes little 
more than 30 minutes. However, 
by the time we had reached the 
first mountain, it was two 
o'clock. 

Traffic had already stalled 
on the mountain so | turned 
around, after some slipping and 
sliding, and went back down. I 
pulled the car under a drive- 
in shelter and cleaned the win- 
dows of snow and ice. After 
resting a while weattempted to 
cross the mountain again. This 
time I got almost to the top 
before I started skidding. 
Somebody in a jeep offered help 
and he finally pulled us to the 
top. 

From there I was able to 
get down the other side by 
taking my time. A couple of 
cars passed me, but I let them 
go by gladly. 

The second mountain was 
next and I knew it would be bad. 
When I saw two trucks stopped 
at the bottom, I knew my fears 
were right. About half-way up, 
someone had turned sideways 
in the road, stopping all traf- 
fic. 1 just turned around and 
went back. 

We stopped at my wife’s 
folks to wait for the mountain 
to clear,and since we hadn’t 
eaten lunch, Jewell fed us and 
we were on our way again. 


This time the mountain was 
passable, but still dangerous. 
We got to a nearby church 
and finally decided to give it 
up. I parked the car in front 
of the church, and we got out 
to walk the rest of the way 
home. 

A cold, freezing rain had 
started falling, and I was pre- 
pared for a soaking when a 
neighbor came along ina Volks- 
wagen with chains!! I was really 
glad to see him. 

At ten minutes past 5:00 
we got home. It had taken us 
over five hours to come 26 
miles.

But 
don’t be limited to recipes 
designating cocoa, When a 
recipe calls for baking choc- 
olate, it’s easy to’ conyert it 
to cocoa with spectacular 
results.

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Maximum Input Is Necessary For Crops 


By: Tom Casaday 


Coffee County peanut pro- 
ducers need to pay a lot more 
attention to detail in growing 
peanuts. This is particularly 
true for those people who want 
to move from a ton up to 
3,000 pounds per acre. As val- 
uable as an acre of peanuts is, 
I can’t understand why vir- 
tually every farmer should not 
put the maximum input into 
this fantastic crop. 

If I were growing peanuts 
this year, I would do the fol- 
lowing: 


1. Insist on excellent land 
preparation; plant for a good 
stand. Some growers use the 
minimim recommended am- 
ount of seed. However, in a 
colder year this would be very 
risky. I had rather spend an 
extra $5 to $10 for seed and 
help eliminate some of this 
risk. 


2. Make maximum use of 
the preplant incorporated her- 
bicides. I would match the herb- 
icides to the weeds and grasses 
that I have. Rather than a shot- 
gun approach I would bring a 
lot more precision into the use 
of preplant herbicides. We at 
the Extension offices have com- 
plete information on this, and 
we can help a farmer with a 
rifle approach to this specific 
problems. 


3. Most peanut growers make 
the mistake of letting weeds and 
grasses get a head start on 
them. Beginning this year and 
beginning early we need to at- 
tack weeds as quickly after em- 
ergence as possible. Much bet- 
ter results will be obtained this 
way and the grower has more 
control over the weeds. In- 
decision for a week as to what 
to do can be costly. Dr. Gale 
Buchanan, weed scientist at Au- 
burn, and Dr. Harold Walker, 
Extension weed specialist, em- 
phasize the importance of gett- 
ing with these weeds and 
grasses when they are small. 
We have a_ lot of materials 


that can be used early and if 
used properly can insure good 
weed control. 


4. We should be putting out 
lime and gypsum according to 
soil test. If our soil calcium 
value is medium, we re- 
commend 250 pounds gypsum 
per acre put out at early 
blooming. If the soil calcium 
is low, we recommend 500 
pounds gypsum put out at early 
bloom. If it is high, we don’t 
recommend any. If there is 
any question, we certainly want 
to put out some because we 
don’t want anyone's grade to 
be hurt because of this. Every 
peanut field should be soil 
tested. If he has a soil test 
showing medium calcium value, 
if he will put his lime on the 
top of the soil and disk thor- 
oughly in the top part of the 
soil he will not need gypsum. 
However, if the calcium is low, 
even if he puts the lime on 
top and disks, he will still 
need 250 pounds of gypsum. 


5. Giant strides have been 
made in leafspot control. How- 
ever, I estimate that over half 
of the growers in Coffee County 
are waiting a week to ten days 
too late to begin spraying. May- 
be it isn’t necessary to control 
all of the leafspot, but the 
growers who are making 3,000 
to 4,000 pounds per acre have 
peanuts with fewer incidences 
of leafspot. Waiting too late 
could lower yields and profits. 
For example, a man who or- 
dinarily waits a week to ten 
days late to begin his program 
might be safe to do this, How- 
ever, many times we can get 
a week’s rain which will keep 
him out of the peanut field and 
rather than being a week to 
ten days late, he is two weeks 
or more late in getting started. 
Top growers get this job done 
early even though it might cost 
them $3 to $4 extra. 


6. Fields with history of 
white mold should be tested 
with one of the recommended 
materials

control to lessen the damage 
of this disease. In Alabama 
Terraclor will be recommend- 
ed, and it is my understanding 
that Vitavax will also get a 
state label. Both of these mat- 
erials are effective in keeping 
white mold under control. If 
certainly would not recommend 
planting peanuts in a field that 
has a history of white mold with- 
out definitely planning to use 
one of these materials at early 
blooming. 

Top growers of.peanuts in 
Coffee County eliminate trees 
around the fields which can 
lower yeilds 1% to 2% depending 
on the tree population and lo- 
cation. In addition, top growers 
will control weeds and grasses

right out to the end of the row. 
They don’t let the last 15-20 
feet be taken over with junk 
weeds and grasses. Top grow- 
ers also try to plant whenthere 
is enough moisture and the 
temperature is high enough to 
germinate seed. However, gen- 
erally the warmer the weather 
the quicker they wili come up. 
Top growers also line up their 
materials in advance so that 
they can have them on hand 
at the right time for maximum 
benefit. 

If we can get the right kind 
of weather, we could have a 
great year in Coffee County 
in peanut production. I believe 
the great majority of our grow- 
ers are programmed toward 
maximum yields.

FARM TALK

SAME MISTAKE 

How long will it take our 
good farmers to learn to put 
lime out in September, Oct- 
ober, November and Decem- 
ber? This job of trying to 
put out lime on cropland in 
January, February and March 
is about as old fashioned as 
trying to plow with a wooden 
plow behind an ox. As valuable 
as crop production is in this 
county, how can a serious- 
minded farmer delay soil test- 
ing until after Christmas? If 
the soil needs lime, it needs to 
go down in the fall--for a lot 
of reasons. 

Of course, I know that many 
times new land is rented after 


Christmas and requires a soil’ 


test and possibly lime. I can 
understand this, but regular 
land needs to be soil tested 
as soon as the crop comes off. 
If peanuts are harvested by 
September 10, the land needs 
to be tested within a few days 
for whatever crop is to be 
planted there the next year. 
Send the sample on to the lab- 
oratory in September. Don’t 
even wait until October to test. 
If you need lime, let the lime 
trucks run and get. this job 
done. Then you can disk it in 
any time. 


CORN PRODUCTION 

People who wanted to get 
corn planted the first week in 
March are disappointed. We got 
a few acres planted but not as 
many as our farmers wanted. 
Of course, this delay may work 
out beautifully or it may cost 
us some in yield. One thing is 
for certain -- we can’t do any- 
thing about the rainfall, and it 
may be a few days now until 
we can get back in the field. 
Few people outside of farming 
realize how important the wea- 
ther is to agriculture. The crit- 
ical tme for good weather won’t 
occur until May, June or July. 
The amount of rainfall we get 
then largely determines the kind 
of peanut and corn crops we 
make. 

Starting about the first of 
April the weather is upmost 
in my mind. When other people 
are worried about what kind 
of weather it is going to be 
for the weekend, farmers are 
always hoping for adequate 
rainfall. There have been very 
few years in Coffee County dur-

ing the past 50 years when we 
got too much raininthe summer 
time. In fact I don’t know of 
any. 


VEGETABLE VARIETIES 

The four recommended lima 
beans for Coffee County are 
242, Henderson, 
Jackwon Wonder and Thoro- 
green. Fordhook matures in 75 
days and the others in 65 days. 

The three pole bean varieties 
are Dade, McCaslan and Ken- 
tucky Wonder 191. The first two 
‘mature in 60 days and Ken- 
tucky Wonder in 65 days. 

Recommended snap beans 
are Green Crop, Astro, Cas- 
cade, Contender, Corneli 14, 
Gallatin 50, Harvester, Sprite 
and Tenderette. These varieties 
mature in 50-56 days. 
Cantaloupe varieties are 

Chilton, Edisto 47, Gulfcoast, 
Jumbo Hale’s Best and South- 
land. 

Three good sweet corn var- 
ieties are Golden Cross 
Bantam, Seneca Chief and Sil- 
ver Queen. They mature in 80- 
85 days. Silver Queen is white. 
The other two are yellow. 

Clemson Spineless and Em- 
erald are both excellent var- 
ieties of okra. 


RUMORS 

There seems to be some 
optimism about the cattle bus- 
iness. I hear rumors that the 
price is improving; that the 
numbers are coming down; the 
demand is still good; and that 
perhaps storage levels are not 
as high as they have been. I 
certainly hope that some or all 
of these rumors are true. 

There are two schools of 


thought about the cattle busin- 
ess. Some people say there will 
be a dramatic upturn when it 
comes. Others say it will be 
gradual. I doubt ifanyone knows 
with any accuracy. 

I am going to assume that 
prices are going to get better 
certainly by this fall. Coffee 
County cattle producers need 
to be in a position to take ad- 
vantage of these better prices 
if they do occur in1978 and sev- 
eral vears thereafter. One of 
the best ways is to have 
abundant, high quality pasture 
forage. Some Coffee County 
pastures have not been ferti- 
lized in the past three years. 
This may be the year to do 
some soil testing on pastures 
and begin to build these 
back to a better fertility level.

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THE ELBA FLOOD DISASTER MARCH

Victim of the Elba Flood Disaster 


Elba, located approximately 
eighty-five miles south of Mont- 
gomery and fifty miles west of 
Dothan, serves Coffee County 
as a courthouse town along with 
Enterprise. Located in a valley 
on the west side of Pea River 
and surrounded by three hills 
--Law Hill on the west, 
Cemetery Hill to the northwest 
and May Hill southward -- its 
population was slightly more 
than four thousand in 1929. Two 
creeks, Beaver Dam and White 
Water, converge with the river 
in the immediate vicinity of 
Elba. Northward from Elba 
along the famous Three-Notch 
Road is about one millionacres 
of land forming the water-shed 
of the Pea River system, Water 
not absorbed by the soil of this 
system must pass by Elba. 

Elba, other parts of South- 
ern Alabama, and the Florida 
Panhandle received excessive 
rainfall in February and March 
of 1929. Elba received contin- 
uous downpours of rain in the 
period from March 12, 1929, 
to March 16, 1929. The official 
precipation for Elba measured 
twenty inches within a period 
of twenty-four hours on March 
14-15, surpassing the record 
of 17.64 inches set at Roberts- 
dale in 1917. 

Residents of Elba discussed 
the heavy rainfall and the swol- 
len streams. Little thought was 
given to the water rising higher 
then in the past, yet some 
natives spoke of what they con- 
sidered a flood in 1888. 

An early visitorto THE ELBA 
CLIPPER office on the morning 
of Thursday, March 14, having 
seen the river, reported that 
it would soon be out of its 
banks. An imminent flood 


seemed to be met with disbe- 
lief because activities in Elba 
continued as usual until nine 
thirty that morning when water 
appeared in the streets and on 
the sidewalks.

officials began frantically to 
secure valuables by placing as 
many as possible upon shelves, 
tables, or into attics and second 
story facilities. Soon residents 
realized their lives were at 
stake and they hurried from 
their homes and businesses for 
buildings on higher ground. With 
the danger so apparent now, 
the evacuation of the city was 
impossible because of impass- 
able highways and bridges and 
drowned out vehicles. 
Communication was main- 
tained by the Elba Telephone 
Exchange through two coura- 
geous operators, Lallie Harper 
and Mineola Libbert, who stood 
in water around their legs, 
working until late Thursday 
afternoon when the lines broke. 
Boatmen, standing by, carried 
the two women to higher ground 
and safer quarters. With the 
telephone system knocked out, 
the people of Elba were help- 
lessly trapped without any con- 
tact to the outside world 
Governor Bibb Graves was 
informed of the perilous condi- 


tions at Elba by P.S. Searcy, 


a prominent Enterprise busin- 
essman, and W. A. Steadman, 
an official of Southern Bell 
Telephone Company. Governor 
Graves put the State’s resources 
to work. 

Graves issued orders through 
F. E. Butler, Adjutant General, 
for a detachment of soldiers 
from Headquarters Company, 
167th Infantry, Montgomery, to 
proceed to Elba with boats 
Orders were dispatched at the 
same time for the entire Na- 
tional Guard Company al En- 
terprise and a squad from 
Dothan to go to Elba. Among 
the Montgomerians who went 
to Elba in the advance guard 
were: Colonel U. N. James, 
Colonel W. A. Gayle, Colonel 
Milton Stone, Captain John A 
Schneider, D. D. Lee, an AD- 
VERTISER reporter; and Pitt 
Tyson Maner, the governor's

On Thursday night, Gov 

ernor Graves, getting a report 
that water stood at a depth of 
fifteen feet in the courthouse 
Square and was rising, issued 
orders through the Adjutant 
General for a second detach- 
ment of the Montgomery 
guardsmen tg proceed to Elba. 
Later Thursday night the gov- 
ernor ordered the National 
Guard Companies at Andalusia 
and Luverne and the remain- 
ing guardsmen at Dothan topro- 
ceed to Elba with all possible 
speed. 

Governor Graves and Colonel 
W. A. Gayle enlisted the 4s- 
sistance of Major W. R. Weaver, 
U.S. Army Air Corps, Maxwell 
Field, in the establishment of 
a communications system 
Major Weaver dispatched a 
radio truck to Elba and readied 
army planes equipped with rad- 
ios for missions to the area 

Governor Graves and the 
Adjutant General took steps for 
acquiring a fleet of motorized 
boats from the U.S. Coast Guard 
in Mobile and the Pensacola 
Naval Station, From these two 
installation twenty-eight boats 
and two seaplanes were dis- 
patched to Elba for rescue op- 
erations 

President Herbert Hoover 


directed Secretary of War, 
James W. Good, to give any 
needed assistance to the 


people of Elba and requested 
the Secretary of War to keep 
him posted on developments. 
Secretary Good put the services 
of the Atlanta Red Cross into 
operation through H. P. Davis, 
the Corps Commander, and H. 
B. Williams, an Alabama re- 
presentative of the Red Cross, 
was placed in charge of coor- 
dinating all Red Cross activities 
in Elba 

While Governor Graves was 
putting the state’s resources 
to work on Thursday and Friday, 
the people of Elba were under- 
going the greatest mental 
anguish and insecurity of their 
Without .communica- 
tion, without heat, and without 
food or water darkness settled 
over Elba on Thursday The 
people were cooped in attics, 


on roofs, and other dangerous 
and uncomfortable places not 
knowing when the lurking waters 
beneath might sweep them away. 
The mental anguish was height- 
ened by the separation of fam- 
ilies. The worst experience was 
yet to come for shortly after 
midnight, a terrifying thunder 
storm arose. Lightning flashed 
continuously; thunder roared 
and crashed; and the rains de- 
scended even more furiously 
upon the town. Pistol and gun 
shots punctuated the night in 
attempts to give signals. Cries 
went out for help from 
frightened people and frightened 
animals. The cries for helphad 
to go unanswered. 

The airplanes on Friday 
marning were a welcomed sight 
for the people. For the estab- 
lishment of communications 
special editions of the MONT- 
GOMERY ADV. with the 
Red Cross Relief Code were 
dropped. This provided a means 
for the stranded people to give 
signals to the aviators of their 
most urgent needs. The avia- 
tors in turn relayed these mes- 
sages to the National Guards- 
men. The system of communi- 
cation was a great achievement 
in coordinating the work of the 
National Guardsmen, the Red 
Cross, and the Army Air Corps 
in the relief operations. 

On Friday, March 15, air- 


planes from Maxwell Field 
dropped large quantities of 
blankets, clothing, food and 


medical supplies. One mission 
from Maxwell Field consisted 
of carrying an outboard motor 
to Elba necessitating the use 
of a parachute in safely dropping 
it. 

An ADVERTISER writer 
joined a Maxwell Field mission 
to Elba for the purpose of dropp- 
ing food-stuffs. He reported 
the approach to Elba became 
obvious because of the sun’s 
reflection on the turbulent 
waters. Wherever groups of 
people were observed tins of 
food were dropped. The writer 
reported that large numbers 
of people craned their necks 
from the courthouse and from 
residences on higher ground as 
the plane roared passed. How 


a little boy climbed to the 
courthouse steeple left every- 
one on the plane puzzled, Ac- 
cording to the writer, the child 
waved in friendly gesture and 
seemed not to mind 

An Army Air corps sergeant, 
who flew a mission over Elba, 
reported the town in a sea of 
water, According to the ser- 
geant, crewmen were busily 
carrying people to safety in 
ten or more boats but turbulent 
waters hampered rescue op- 
erations. The sergeant saw 
large numbers of livestock 
swimming around seeking a safe 
place. He stated that a number 
of houses were’ capsized, and 
in one thickly settled section, 
some houses had gone afloat 
crashing into others, One house, 
according to the sergeant, was 
turned upon its side with a 
man, a woman and several 
children clinging to the side 
uppermost. 

The State Health Department 
sent its first party to Elba on 
Saturday, March 16. Among the 
health officials were Dr. D. G, 
Gillard and Dr. A. H. Graham. 
The reported to Colonel W. E. 
Persons at the National Guard 
Relief station established north 
of Elba on the Troy-Elba High- 
way. The health officials 
brought an assortment of drugs 
including vaccines, anti-toxins, 
and instruments for testing 
water supplies. The health of- 
ficials undertook a massive in- 
noculation program, 
those with cuts and bruises, and 
began coping with an outbreak 
of measles. 

The water in the business 
district was between ten and 
fifteen feet at noontime on Sat- 
urday, March 16, and rescue 
operations continued. By night- 
fall on Saturday, after forty- 
eight menacing hours, the 
people of Elba who wanted to 
be moved away had been. 

The people of New Brockton, 
Enterprise, Troy and Opp 
opened their homes to the flood 
victims. Many people from Elba 
went to the homes of relatives 
in these towns, others went to 
the homes of relatives in the 
country. Most of the victims 
who were carried to Cemetery 
Hill on the northwest shoreline 
bearded buses or automobiles 
for Troy. Those who were car- 
ried to the shouthwest shore- 
line went to Opp, and those 
who were carried tothe eastern 
shoreline went to New Brockton 
or Enterprise 
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attended . 


The people of Elba had suf- 
fered a terrible flood. About 
one quarter of Coffee County 
was affected including two hun- 
dred rural families who were 
driven from their homes. Mir- 
aculously, the loss was to 
property, not to human lives. 
Only two Black citizens per- 
ished in the flood. Judge J. 
A. Carnley placed the total 
amont of damage and loss of 
property at $5,000,000 which 
he considered a conservative 
figure. 

Pitt Tyson Maner, prom- 
inent Montgomerian, related the 
desperate need of the people of 
Elba. Maner stated that those 
rescued were deprived of 
everything except their lives, 
the clothing on their backs, and 
the land on which their homes 
or businesses stood. 

The State of Alabama took 
action to relieve the flood vic- 
tims of Elba and southern 
Alabama in the field of prop- 
erty taxation. Some people were 
relieved of paying taxes on 
assessments of October, 1°28, 
because of severe losses. 
Others received adjusted rates 
after a consideration of the 
losses suffered. Assistance 
came from the Federal govern 
ment by an act of Congress 
making $1,600,000 available to 
the state on a matching basis

for the repair of highways and 
bridges destroyed or damaged 
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by the flood. 

The Secretary of War, James 
W. Good, in reporting the as- 
sistance of the Alabama Na- 
tional Guard and the U.S. Air 
Corps to the people of Elba 
and southern Alabama, stated 
that army pilots made 346 
flights to the striken area in- 
vovling 664 hours of flying time 
and that twenty-seven tons of 
supplies were delivered. He 
further reported that the 106th 
Observation Squadron, Alabama 
National Guard, kept in contact 
with seventeen towns. The U.S. 
Navy Department was active 
in the flood stricken area from 
March 14-20, 192°, conducting 
113 flights and traveling 15,000 
miles. 

Several towns suffered from 
the flooded conditions of Feb- 
ruary and March, 1°29 Elba 
was the hardest hit. The flood 
disaster of 1°2° is historically 
etched in the minds of Elba 
citizens. Events are spoken of 
as before or after the flood. 
After forty-eight years, the 
Elba flood disaster remains not 
only a much discussed subject 
by Elba natives but also it is 
referred to aS a classic ex- 
ample by the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers in flood control and 
water conservation

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France Promoted His First Race in 1938 


(Fdftors Note: This is the 
first of a three-part series on Bill 
France Sr.. who was inducted 
into the National Motorsports 
Press Association Auto Racing 
Hall of Fame recently at 
Darlington, S.C™France was 
the founder of NASCAR and 
president of the racing 
organization from December, 
(947 until January, 1972.) 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. 
It was a rare human being 

who in 1926 thought auto 
racing Would become one of the 
most popular sports in the 
United States. But Bill France 
Was so fascinated by the sport 

even then — that he played 
hookey to watch drivers streak 
around the old board speedway 
in Laurel, Md. 

He knew that this was an 
event that was a happening — a 
sport that excited people, a 
sport that had a brilliant future. 
And it was this vision that later 
led to the forming of NASCAR 
(National Association for Stock 


from the time he borrowed his 
dad's Model T, sneaked to 
Laurel and drove it around the 
banked boards, wearing out a 
set of tires and managing to 
keep a straight face as his father 
complained to the local tire 
dealer about the bad tires he 
had sold him. 

France then switched to 
motorcycle racing. But when a 
half-mile dirt track was built at 
Pikesville, Md., he managed to 
scrape together enough money 
to buy a cutdown Model T with 
an overhead valve conversion. 
He raced there with such stars 
of the era as Harris Insinger, 
Park Culp and Wheeler Braden.

The normal January through 
April spring wildfire season in 
Alabama began with unusual 
severity due to rainfall defi- 
clencies, high winds, and low 
humidities. The situation be- 
came progressively worse daily 
from February 4, culminating 
on February 23, when 336 fires 
destroyed 31,000 acres in one 
day. At the peak of the emer- 
gency, over 4000 persons, in- 
cluding forest industry, com- 
pany and individual landowners, 
volunteers, and state em- 
ployees, and National Guards- 


men were assisting in the 
suppression effort. Acreage 
losses from February 4 to 


February 25 were estimated 
at 176,000 acres burned. This 
did and estimated $6,200,000 
damage to timber values alone. 
Thirty-five houses, a church, 
a pallet manufacturing plant, 
and various other structures 
were burned by wildfires at 
an estimated property loss of 
$1,027,000. In all, fires 
destroyed $105 million worth 
of future and present business 
for Alabama during this period. 


This figure is based on the loss 


to Alabama’s economy fromthe 
harvesting and processing of 
the burned timber values. 

The basic cause for the 
recent wildfire losses in the 
state is the critical lack of 
wildfire control capability by 
the Alabama Forestry Commi- 
ssion. The inadequacies were 
known on in advance, bul a 
static budget and mounting in- 
flationary pressures had re- 
duced and restricted the agen- 
cy's capabilities. Man power 
and equipment on hand simply 


Sheriff Moves 
Five From 
County Jail 


Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
beaming with pride Wednesday 
morning at 8 a.m. as he sent 
five state prisoners to Kilby 


prison. The thing that pleased 
Grantham more than losing the 
five inmates was that he got 
to pick the five that went. Pre- 
viously when the state did take 
inmates, they took short timers 
that could be sent to work-re- 
ease centers. Grantham told 


THE ELBA CLIPPER that he 


picked five of the worst trouble- 
makers and shipped them from 
his overcrowded jail. 

Those transferred and the 
crimes of which they were con- 
victed are: Jerome Merritt, 
assault to rape - ten years; 
Henry Bell, first degree mur- 
der - life in prison; Willie 
Knight, armed robbery - 17 
years; Clarence Miller and 
Larry Myles (who are _half- 
brothers) - armed robbery - 
ten years; Miller also received 
a nine-year sentence for 
sodomy. 

According to Grantham, at 
lease two of these have either 
escaped or attempted to es- 
cape while in the county’ jail. 

During November and Dec- 
ember over 57% of the prison- 
ers in the county jail were 
state prisoners that the state 
prisons had no room to house. 
They cost the county a total 
of $3,646.63 for these two 
months. 

Records from August 1975 
through December 1976 indicate 
that the county is charging the 
state $14,691.37-for housing 


,prisoners that state prisons 


couldn’t take due to a federal 
court order. 

The jail stays overcrowded 
with bunks in the hallways to 
sleep trustees and with county 
law officers being* very, lax 
signing of bonds, 
more people go home rather’ 
than spent the night in jail.

multiple fire occurrences. 

Another inadequacy noted 
during the recent outbreak of 
fires was in communications. 
Radio traffic was so heavy 
during the period that it was 
very difficult to get vital mes- 
sages peta ah Also, once a 
crew left their transport ve- 
hicle all communications with 
that crew were severéd. 

An extremely valuable con- 
tribution in many counties 
was provided by some 300 
rural community fire depart- 
ments. Losses in extreme 
rural areas were greatly re- 
duced by the volunteers’ assis- 
tance. Coffee County has no 
mural fire departments because 
such a plan was voted down by 
the County Commission. 

Law enforcement during the 
period of February 4-25 
reached an all-time high, Em- 
ployees of the Alabama Fores- 
try Commission were aided by 
state offices with police power. 
Twenty-nine people who 
violated State Forestry laws 
were arrested, and some were 
charged with third-degree ar- 
son. 

The recent wildfire emer- 
gency opened the eyes of many 
people throughout the state, and 
clearly showed a need for 
greater state participation in 
forestry policy.

Mr. Jim Rowe of the state 
board confirmed the grant in 
a telephone conservation with 
City Clerk Jack Prescott. 

The city had requested 
funds to resurface 800 feet 
of the North end of the North- 
South runway that is badly 
cracked. The estimated cost 
of this is $8000. However, 
state engineers noted that the 
entire airport needed work and 
these funds will allow three

and one complete coat on the 
entire runway. Somd additional 
money may be necessary from 
local funds but estimates are 
that it will not exceed $3000.

Gas Company Works 


To Prevent 


Natural gas is too precious 
a natural resource to waste 

To eliminate waste of natur- 
al gas through undeground 
leakage, and tO further tighten 
the long-term safety of its dis- 
tribution system, the Southeast 
Alabama Gas District is en- 
gaged in a giant cathodic pro- 
tection program. 

Thousands of excavations 
along the Gas District's lines 
have made the public aware of 
the program. Some excavations 
cause temporary disruption of 
traffic, and there are occasion- 
al rough spots in patched 
streets - spots which will be 
smoothed out before the pro- 
gram is complete. 

R. J. Smith, manager of the 
Southeast Alabama _ Gas Dis- 
trict has explained the project 
in these words: 

“Under the U.S. Pipeline 
Safety Act, we have been 
directed by the Department of 
Transportation (DOT) and the 
Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission to apply cathodic pro- 
tection toour entire distribution 
system of over 700 miles of 
undergroynd lines. 

‘‘Cathodic protection,’’ Smith 
said, ‘‘protects gas lines from 
stray currents of electricity 
which may get into the lines, 
setting up magnetic fields which 
can cause portions of the lines 
to deteriorate. With cathodic 
protection these stray currents 
are dissipated harmlessly into 
anode beds. 

The Gas District’s 460-mile 
transmission (supply) line, 
Smith said, has been catho- 
dically protected since it was 
constructed in 1954-55. 

Performing the highly tech- 
nical work are specially trained 
Gas District crews, together 
with technicians.and work crews 
from General Corrosion Ser- 
vice of Atlanta. 

Work has been completed in 
several Gas District member 
cities, Smith said, including Ft. 
Deposit, Headland, and Abbe 
ville, and in three franchised 
cities, Daleville, Gantt and 
Newton. 

Work is nearing completion 
in Eufaula, and is well under 
way in Dothan, largest city in 
the District. 

Crews will move on as they 
complete each city, until all 14 
member cities and all 1] fran- 
chised cities have full cathodic 
protection. 

‘‘We realize that this project 
is causing a good deal of in- 
convenience,’’ 
blocked traffic and streets that 
are rough until we have com- 


pleted paving repairs. We 
apologize for this  incon- 
venience, and we assure the 


public that all streets will be 
back to normal when we wind up 
our program.”’ 

Target date for completion 
of the vast project is September 
1977, 


Under provisions of the 
Pipeline Safety Act each of the 
country’s hundreds of gas utili- 
ties have undertaken a similar 
program. 


“Cathodic protection is a 
good program,’’ Smith said. ‘‘It 
is essential to some gas utili- 
ties, and to some degree our 
Southeast Alabama system 
really needed it. We have no 
measurable deterioration in our 
lines since they were installed, 
most of them over 20 years 
ago, 

“The program does provide 
an added measure of pro- 


tection,’’ he added, ‘‘and we ari:
